PREMIER DENIES THERE 18 A COM- 
BACT WITH ENGEAND, 


Secretary of State, in a Letter to Chair 


Diek of Committee, De- 
mounees as Democratic Falsehood 
Statement of Seoret Agreentent 
with Grat Britain-Free Trade and 
Free Silver Uselese as Rallying 
Crice—No Shirking Responsibility. 
Columbus, 0., Sept, 12.—Chairman Dick of 
the Republican State Executive committee 
has received a letter from John Hay, Secre- 
‘tary of State, éxpressing regret at his tn- 
ability to accept an invitation to attend the 
Republican campaign opening, and inci- 
dentally touching upon the issues ef the 
Ohio campaign. 
Secretary Hay denounces as 4 Democratic 
falsehood the statement that this govern- 
‘ment has entered into an alliance with Great 
Britain. He says: 
* There ia no alliance with England, nor 
with any other power ufder heaven, except 


those well known and published to the world, 
‘the treaties of ordinary international friend- 


ship for purposes of business and commerce. 
‘No treaty other than these exists; none has 
been suggested on either side, none is in con- 
templation. It has never. entered into the 
mind of the President, nor of any member of 
ducement, the wise precept and example of 
ithe fathers, which. forbade entangling alli- 
ances with European powers. 
‘Firmer Friendship with All Powers. 
“I need not dwell upon this fact, Even. 
the men who wrote the Ohio platform know 
there is no alliance. But they seek to make 
capital in this campaign out-of'the undent- 
able fact that our rplations with England 
are more friendly and@ satisfactory than they 
have ever heen before. It is hard to take 
such a chargé seriously; and {f it is taken 
seriously how can ft be treated with pa- 
tience? In- the name of common-sense, let 
me ask, what is the duty of the govern- 
ment if not to cultivate, wherever possible, 
agreeable and profitable relations with other 
nat 


fons? 

“It is not with England alone that our 
relations are improved. We are on better 
terms than in the past with all the nations. 
With Ruésia, our old-time friend; with the 
great German empite, to which we are 
bound by #0 many ties; with our sister re- 
public of France; with Italy, Austria, and, in 
short, every European, every Asiat’¢ nation, 
our relations are growing in intimacy and 
cordiality every year, and our friendship 
with our neighbors to the south of us, from 
the Rio Grande te Cape Horn, grows firmer, 
more genuine, day by day.” 

International Trade Improved. 

The Secretary shows that American trade 
with foreign nations, especially in the far 
East, has been greatly stinrulated under the 
policy of the McKinley administration. He 
continues: 

“ We are building locomotives for railwa 
in Burope, Asia, and Africa; our bridges can 
be built in America, ferried across the At- 
lantic, transported up the Nile, and flung 
across a river in the Soudan in less time 
than any Buropean nation, with a start of 
4,000 miles, can do the work.
